cept tlic Inherent Weakness 


of Human Nature. 


M'AKiiiNciTos, Marcli 'JJ. — The prosecu- 


tion in i ho I!reckenri(ij;e case suddenly 
announced they would rest their case. 
Oolonel John T. Shelby, Hrockenriclge's 
partner, proceeded to outline the de- 
fense. lie said: "I am authorized by 
the defendant to say he did not seduce 
her, that it was never made known to 
him that she ever had any children by 
him until the tiling of this suit hist 
August, nor did he ever, under any cir- 
cumstances, make any promise of mar- 
riage to her. The defense did not in- 
tend to condone whatever was wrong in 
the relations of the l«vo. Counsel de- 
clared Miss Pollard accosted defendant 
on the train before he ever knew her.

In the course of the ride the illicit rela- 
lations were established. Colnnel Hreck- 
enrtdge had been compelled under fear 
and threats of exposure to give Misa 
Pollard more money than he could 
spare. -lint .still be offered her money if 
she would go away from the city and 
lit herself for work. Denial was made 
of the allegation that defendant bad 
promised to marry Miss Pollard." 


\V-\sniNCiTO\', March *J1. — It is evident 


that from today's proceedings in the 
Pollard case that the defense will he 
partly a denial, partly explanatorv, a 
denial that Colonel Urecken ridge had 
seduced Madeline Pollard, that she gave 
birth to a child at Norwood convent, an 
explanation that she trapped him into n 
proQiise to marry her on the under- 
standing that the process was only a 
device by which she was to withdraw 
from his life and be able to break off 
her relations with MI-S. IJlackburo. The 
long continued illicit relations between 
the two are admitted without excuse or 
palliation, except a reference to the in- 
herent weakness of human nature, but 
Bricfteuridge represents that he was 
often anxious to break off, but was al- 
ways inveigled into a continuance by 
the young woman; that she fqllowed 
him and demanded money from him, 
and compelled him to promise to marry 
her under threats, several times re- 
peated and empha?i/ed by the display 
of pistols. Moreover it is promised to 
bo shown that Miss Pollard's early life 
hud not been one of virtue before the 
silver tongund orator crossed her pntli.

RENDERED NUGATORY. 


Pruvtaluus for Admittance of Chi- 


nese Immigrant's Under 


Restrictions. 


AV.\BinxiiTOX, March 21.—The senate 


committee on foreign relations has been 
:onsidering an importantChinese treaty 
negotiated by the new Chinese minister 
and Secretary Gresham. It is said it 
Iocs not meet tbe approval of some4of 
,he members of the committee. The 
opposition, while it was considerable, 
ias not been sufficient (o prevent its 
jeintr reported favorably. As negotiated 
the treaty practically sets aside and su- 
persedes the Scott exclusion act and the 
recently enacted Geary Ian-. It is an 
m migration treaty ann provides for the 
uliuittance of Chinese immigrants under 
restrictions. It also has for its object 
the protection of Chinese already in this 
country. 


While it does not repeal the Geary 


law, it is said to render it nugatory in 
many particulars. Tho treaty will bavr. 
a stormy time in the senate 
The Pa- 


cific coast and western senators are al- 
ready vigorously fighting it 
The new- 


treaty, it is understood, runs for twenty 
years. If at tbe expiration of twenty 
years neither government shall give no- 
tice of its intention to have it termin- 
ated then it shall remain in force an- 
itber twenty years. Provision is made 
for tbe return of any chinaman, who has 
i lawful wife, child or parent in the 
United States, or property to the amount 
of $1000, or debts due him to that 
amount. 
In return 
for concessions 


inmted by this country to better pro- 
tect the Chinese people tbe Chinese gov- 
ernment is to take greater precautions 
;o prevent the coming of Chinese labor- 
ers to this country.

corroborative testimony abounda among 
the citizens of New Orleans and others, 
whoso veracity is unquestioned, of the 
phenomena that are inexplicable by any 
of tliu known laws of physicn. 


I was privileged to domicile myself 


one evkiiini* within ita famous anil his- 
torical apuartments, for be it known 
that no less a personage than Louis the 
Sixteenth and Marshal Nevy the fam- 
ous general of the Napoleonic llegime 
were at one time guests within its walls. 
Krected in 1793, it has become a recog- 
nized land mark as well as portentous 
exhibit of the New Orleans of the paat, 
its external appearance giving evidence 
of the solidility of its original owners, 
for in the lime when it waa erected, no 
more pretentious building was to be 
found in the city, ftnt to return to the 
purposes of this article, I am well 
aware that there are many people who 
arrogate to themselves a knowledge— 
a pent-tration of investigation that at 
once destroys pretended mysticism of 
nu occult power, wheresoever it inav be 
aaid to assert itB.-lf; th.-ir kejimssa of 
apprehension is HO alert, that they have 
an explanation at once for every phen- 
omenon. 
Well, I have no doubt that 


there are people of such mental acute- 
ness us to be able to explain occurrences 
out of the ordinary—alleged phenomena 
of the spiritualistic kind under favorable 
conditions. But to attempt an explan- 
ation on the plane of any known natural 
laws of the phei.Oue a 1 am about to 
relate, witnetsed by mu at the time and 
place afore mentioned, would necessitate 
the denying of the existence of the 
senses to an otherwise mentally sound 
and absolutely temperate individual. 


The tenth of March, 1893, I waa ush- 


ered into the haunted house of Bourbon 
street, New Orleans, by the agent of the 
property, Mr. Francis Lucas, through 
whose courtesy I waa permitted to en- 
joy an evening with the denizens of a 
supernormal sphere, for as such 1 shall 
designate the agencies of the occurren- 
ces of which I waa the amusing victim. 
I must here state that all the windows 
of tlie building have iron bars cemented 
iu the walls, giving the building the ap- 
pearance of a modern jail, in fact, any- 
thing but inviting, and just such a 
place in which one would expect to find 
uncanny tilings. However, this did not 
discourage my spirit of investigation, 
which waa now fully alive to the im- 
portance of the task solicited. The bed- 
room on the second floor wherein I am 
told Louis the Sixteenth slumbered was 
allotted to me,

ments to make pleasant the night. 


At S o'clock I wended my way up 


stairs, lamp in hand, after carefully 
locking the outer doors and seeing that 
no one waa secreted within—in fact, I 
was certain that no one would be so fool- 
hardv ;is to trifie with a man prepared 
for all emergencies and not in a mood to 
be jested with, and who would as lief 
make a ghost of an intruder as permit 
hia escape.

Hun Ying, it will be remembered, 


tried to escape from a Chinese brothel, 
with the aid of Mrs. Green of the Con- 


ational Chinese mission of San 


Francisco. She waa driven to Hern- 
don, 
whence it was intended to uke 


her to San Francisco, but her keepers 
had in the meantime discovered her 
flight, swore out ti warrant for her ar- 
rest on a charge of grand larcenr, and 
Deputy Cousutble Welty of Justice 
Crichton's court overtook the pair at 
Herndon and brought Sun Yiiig back to 
Fresno.

Tlie charge was of the kind the high- 


binders curry in stock for emergencies 
like the present and Sun Ying \vas 
lodged in jail upon her arrival. At 
about 1 o'clock Sunday morning Toy 
Sing and Ah Hinj* appeared at the 
county jail with an order for the release, 
of Sim Ying they having given bail

When Justice Crichton entered hia 


court room yesterday morning ho was 
lomewhat aurpriaed to see a number of

Assistant District Attorney 


Walaer asked to see tlie bail bond on 
which Sim Ying was released, and bv 
which Toy Singand Ah lfin K took forci- 
ble possession of her. Several of the 
citizens gave their opinion that the bond 
was worth nothing—was a straw bond, 
n short, and one of them naked the jus- 
.ice if he waa in the habit of accepting 
jail bond at unusual hours. 


Crichton answered that it wascustom- 


iry where the flurities were considered 
rustwortliy and stated that, if the men 
did not produce the girl at 10 o'clock, aa 
hey had promised, their bond would bo 
orfeited. The. justice seemed confident 
,hat he could recover on the bond. One 
f the gentlemen stated rather waroily 
,hat it was not a matter of money, but

cerning his whereabouts. Tho bawdy 
louse from which Airs. Green had res- 
cued Sun Yin);, was also visited, and of

gnorant. as to Mun Yimj's or her Imnds- 
nen'a whereabouts. 
The action of Justice Crichton in ac- 


cepting a hail bond at such an unusual 
lour of the night was severely criticised

"rancisco, wired him that Mra. Green 
a absolutely reliable. K ia bis opinion, 
is well as that of others interested in 
,hc case, tliat the Chinamen ahould not 
iave been permitted to take the f$irl 
iff. It must have been plain that she 
van being "liberated" against her will, 
ami her and Mrs. Green's entreaties

Mr. Alford claims great credit for hav- 


ng expended $18,000 in public improve- 
ments.

>e able to meet all of the legitimate de- 
mands of city government up to the 
;nd of tlie present fiscal year and make 
:he receipts and disbursements balance 
—and ibis, too, includes the paving off 
of the Triangle debt, the $12,6CO extra- 
ordinary fire department expenses, and 
-he increased outlay for running two 
more street sprinklers than were used 
under the previous board. Trusting that 
Mr. Alford, as well as the public., has 
iad euouph of this rehashing of city

law by declining to sign it. The. bill, if

of ubout $30,000,000 of silver notes 
based on bullion values was ruining 
the country.

Now the country is to 
be saved by the coinage of 55,000,000 or 
thereabouts of silver dollars in the sanrfb 
period or a little more. These dollars 
in Million value will be worth less than 
50 cents each.

the value of the same. This, more than 
anything else, has compelled the regular 
dealers of California to take the prices 
they have been obliged to this year. 
Wholesale grocers throughout the east 
have written us repeatedly tliat when a 
car was consigned to one of those out- 
side commission houses they could often 
buy tliP.so goods at a lower price deliv- 
ered east than they were being sold for 
here f. o. b. Thus it is well known (hat 
the continuation of such Bales very soon 
brings the market down to the prices 
named by the houses offering at the low 
iipures. This fact is so patent to every 
wholesale grocer east and those dealers 
of this State who have been oast during 
the last sis months that it passes the 
comprehension of packers here how 
shipments of this kind can continually 
he made by thn producer. We arc not 
arguing for the purpose of securing the 
goods for ourselves or for discouraging 
individual packing, but we do say to 
those who pack their own good?, by all 
means give, the goods to some house; 
that is in this line of business, and not 
lo houses out side of tbe trade, who have 
no idea of values whatever. 
\Ve beg to 


.say furthe-r that if Che jiast indiscrim- 
inate consignments nro to continue it 
will mutter but little, to the producers of 
this State whether they effect a com- 
bination or not. -Hut when they put 
their goods through the proper distrib- 
utive channels then there will at least 
fair prices be ieali/i:d.

The second shot was at a distance of 


three inches, the cloth ignited and was 
ruptured; some grains of powder took 
fire and burned in spots. 


The third was at a distance of six 


inches; the cloth ignited and was rup- 
tured. 
In the fourth, at a distance of nine 


inches the cloth ignited, and there were 
powder marks over an area of about six. 
inches. 
The fifth was at a distanceof one foot. 


There were powder marks and the cloth 
ignited. 
The sixth was at a distance of two 


feet; the cloth was slightly burned, and 
;he grains of powder ignited on the 
cloth, making a number of very arnall 
holes. 


The seventh was at a distance of three 


eet; the cloth was slightly burnt and 
grains of powder penetrated the cloth. 
* The eighth was at a distance of five 
j'eet; the cloth around the margin of the 
bullet nole was slightly singed and was 
wwder marked. 


The ninth shot was at a distance of 


eight feet. There was no burning or 
singeing; found nine grains of unburned 
powder in the cloth. 


The tenth wag nt a distance of nine 


feet; there were three or four grains of 
powder on the cloth, and the cloth 
around the bullet hole was blackened. 


The eleventh experiment was on cloth 


slightly moistened and the pistol held in 
contact with the cloth; in this instance 
the cloth 
was burned aud powder 


marked. 
The twelfth was at jf distance of six 


inches under like conditions, with like 
results, the cloth being more heavily 
oowder marked. 


The thirteenth, was at R distance of 


one foot under like conditions; the cloth 
was burned and heavily powder marked 
over a large area. 
The fourteenth waa made to show the 


rebound of unburnt powder and resi- 
duum of explosions, from a long car- 
tridge held at a short distance from the 
cloth hanging over the beef.' The pistol 
in this instance was thrust through an 
aperture in a piece of cloth to the 
cylinder and fired. The target cloth 
was burned up, and the rebounding 
powder marked and stained the cloth. 


All these experiments were made on 
parate, single pieces of cotton cloth 


about a foot square. They were offered 
in evidence, and filed as exhibits in the 
case, with the understanding that the 
defeuee would be permitted to file sim- 
ilar exhibits if desired. 


On cross-examination he stated that 


no damage had occurred to the pistol 
hand in the close quarter experiments. 
He did not try the experiment of press- 
ing the pistol firmly against the cloth 
covering the beef, nor did they use 
double thicknesses of cloth. Mr. Thomp- 
son had not been able to secure material 
similar to the undershirt on which to 
make experiments with double cloth. 


Professor Price gave it as his opinion 


that the part of the split "m McWhir- 
ter's night shirt waa caused by the pistol 
ball, but argued from the fact that there 
was a clean cut hole thai the shot was 
fired at some distance, otherwise it 
would have resulted in a rupture only. 
He compared the hole in the night shirt 
with other exhibits to illustrate the 
point. 


In making these experiments the 


cloth had not been drawn tight over the 
beef, but allowed to hang loose upon it. 
If the pistol were pressed tight against 
the body there would not be any pow- 
der marks on the cloth as the unspent 
powder, etc., would bo carried into the 
wound. He then took a number of 
clothe, including McWhirter'sgarments, 
and explained the experiments and ap- 
plied hia theories in explanation of the 
holes in the garments. 


On re-direct examination he stated 


that he was admitted to practice as a 
physician, but was not in actual prac- 
tice. He is professor of Chemistry and 
Joxicolopy in Cooper Medical college 
and other institutions and had been con- 
sulting expert of the police departmenl 
for over twenty-five years. He Ftated 
Unit had the wound been made by a pis- 
tol in close contact it would have bcei 
ruptured and carried powder. 


On cross-examination he stated that 


he had not engaged in the practice of 
icediuine, but had studied it theoretic- 
ally. He Btill gave it as his opinion 
that the normal temperature of the hu- 
man body ranged from 90 to 100 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and stated lhat the 
average waa something over 95 degrees, 
in the face of the accepted dictum o; 
the craft that 9S# degrees is normal. 
He stated that there was no ignition- 
he made no experiment at a range oi 
four feet. He had seen wounds on sui- 
cides where the arm was said to have 
been pressed against the person and in 
all these there was a rupture. This was 
caused by the air preceding the bullet 
and the increase in volume of the caa 
.created, which often amounted to 1000 
volumes. 
Wounds of this nature are 


jagged and rutreed, 


C .M. Carter was a new witness pre- 


sented by the prosecution, and from hia 
examination and testimony, it was evi- 
dent tnat a new line of evidence is to be 
entered upon, which will tend to ac- 
count for the aounda of the departing 
vehicle tm-rd by several witnesses, and 
notubly Misa Graham and Mr. Raina, 
in the vicinity of the McWbirtcr resi- 
dence immediately after the murder, 
and which has never been satisfactorily 
explained. Judging from tho testimony 
of thu witneu, the number of persons 


Akrag put in the murder will, accord- 
ing to the theory of tha prosecution, be 
increased to four, five, or even more. 


On the night of the murder Carter re- 
.•!e*l on Clark etreet iu Hart-ell'fl addi- 
ion, which is north and east of the Mc- 
Wbirter residence and about * half mile 
distant on direct line, and nearly three- 
fourths of a mile by streets. He waa 
aroused by pistol shots, two of which 
he hoa'd distinctly. He sat up in bed 
and within four or live minutes heard a 
juggy coming up street and going north. 
It was going very fast. He and his wife 
ooked out of the west window, which 
ivis about forty feel from the center of 
Clark street, and s iw a black top buggy 
jo by, with two horses, and two men 
n it. 


On cross-exam!nation he stated that 


he judgfd this to be about 3 o'clock. 
There were two windows in the room 
with wire screens; on the west side and 
the north. The house was in the mid- 
dle of the block, aud on the east side of 
the Etreet. The house sets back about 
15 feet from the street. The buggy was 
Irawn by two dark horses, the one 
learest him xing the lighter colored 
The man on the right-hand, side had on 
alight felt or straw hat, with a black 
hand '2 to 2*-.< inches wide. The one on 
he left eide, he taought, had on a email 
jlacfc fell hat, with a narrow brim. The 
top of the buggy was black; he was not 
certain whether the body was red or 
not. The uiaii on the right side bad on 
ight gray clothes; the other wore dark 
clothes. The horses were going very 
ast; thinks one of them was galloping; 
ooked at them out of the west window, 
and then out of the north window; 
could see them for half a block. 


To the court be stated that he heard 


three men talking. The man on the 
right waa tho larger. It was a clear 
rtight; no street lights, nor any lights on 
the street or in the house; could not fix 
the time exactly. 
In answer to Mr. Tupper he stated

HOW THR TRUSTEES WILL MAK- 


AGE IT. 


Salaries in the Police and Fire, De- 


partments Are to 


Be Gut. 


rum Saturday's Daily. 
The city Board of Trustees will take 


up the question of street lighting at its 
meeting next Monday evening with the 
view of reconsidering its recent decision 
to discontinue the lights after March 
15th. The board has not rescinded this 
order, but the lights are still burning as 
the Fresno Gaa and Electric Light Com- 
pany Las decided to await the action ol 
the trustees at Monday's meeting before 
shutting them off. 


There is every probability that the 


board will make some arraogemenl 
whereby about half of the present num- 
per of lights will ho continued. There 
are now 25 electric lights and with 
judicious pruning of expenses in other 
directions the trustees hope to be able 
to keep ten or twelve burning until 1 
o'clock in the morning. 


The board will probably makeu.) the 


sum necessary for maintaining these 
lights by cutting down salaries in the 
police and the tire departments. It ia 
stated that the cut in the former depart- 
ment will be about $25 per uiouth for 
each policeman. The firemen were cut 
$10 a month some time ago and an addi- 
tional $15 cut will probably be proposed 
at Monday night's meeting. 


Of course the trustees will do this re- 


luctantly, but they think it better to re- 
tain all the members of the police force 
and fire department, though at lower 
salaries, than to reduce the force in eacl 
of the departments and thus lessen theii 
etliciency and add to the number of un- 
employed. 


The trustees believe the. city employe: 


will see the wisdom of the plan ant 
cheerfully submit to the temporary cut 
in their wages. Since the people are eo 
opposed to having the city plunged in 
darkness the irustees must give way to 
popular demand, and they can do this 
only by making reductions elsewhere. 


At a'uieeting between the city riforshal, 


sheriff and constables it was decided in 
case the lights were discontinued to pul 
on only one policeman in the day timei 
as he, with the deputy constables anc 
Home of the sheriff's deputies, whose 
business makes it necessary for them to 
be on the streets a ^ood part of the day 
could easily protect the city. At nighl 
the remaining six policemen will be,pul 
on duty and so disposed as to afford the 
beat protection possible. However, the 
way things look now there will be no 
necessity for such an arrangement.

Immediately 
upon coming in contact with the air, 
the Mood would coagulate, the cleans- 
ing of a wound like this would tend to 
carry off the evidences of burnt powder.

It 
8 rumored that the Doctor waa ill at 
langer and unable to attend court, hut 
list how ill or the nature of his malady 
waa not learned. 


Gabriel di Gaetano, the husband of 


\ntonia who testified Saturday, was es- 
Linined through two Italian interpreters. 
The taking of his testimony occupied 
he larger portion of the"afternoon. He 
readily identified Heath as the man he 
law coming out of the court with two 
jflicera .luring the last trial and also as 
he man ho saw passing along the street 
near McWhirter's residence the after- 
ioon prior to the murder. When called 
upon to identify John P. Stevens as one 
oi those ollicers, "Langtry John" stood 


p and blushed, but the witness could 


not identify him. 


THE EVIDENCE. 


Gabriel di Gaetano was the first wit- 


ness called and Frank Marino and A. 
J. Levarone wore sworn in as inter- 
preters. Witness resided on M street at 
,he time of the murder, living on the 
>reuiisus south of the residence of Mr. 
iurt, who resided on the corner of M 
,nd Calaveras streets. A. M. Clark 
_tved on the opposite corner of CalaveraH 
Irom Burl's residence. 


Sunday evening prior to the murder 


..a saw a man come from towards L 
street on, Galaveras, and pass along on 
the sidewalk by Clark's residence. Thin 
was between G'and 6.30 o'clock. He last 
saw him near the corner of M street. 
The witness then pointed out Heath as 
,he man he saw. He had seen Heath 
before that day. 


On cross-examination he stated that 
..e was a brother-in-law of Dominic Im- 
peratrice and had talked with him about 
;he case. He then located the point 
where he first eawlleuh aa Iwiug about 
fifty feet west of the alley in the block, 
joing towards M street alone and walk- 
log ut a gait that "was just right"— 
meaning an ordinary gait. He last saw 
him at the corner of the street and did 
not notice which way he went; Never 
saw him after that until during the 
former trial when he saw him at the 
court house, aome ten months later. 


''What day waa that?" 
'That was Sunday." 
'Did you see anyone else pass that 


afternoon?" 


"Several." 
"Who were they?" 
"Who can remember?" 
"Give it up," said Mr. Foote. "Can 


you tell?" 
"I cannot recollect." 
'Can you name any other person' 


man, woman or child—who passed along 
that street, either way, that Sunday 
afternoon?" 
"I don't remember." 
He was going through the court house 


when 
the oth'cers came down with 


Heath, going to jail. luiperatrice was 
not with him and did not point him out. 
He told Imper.itrice of it the same day. 


Judge Shaw then interrogated him. 
"When you saw Heath in the court 


house who was with you?" 


"Nobody." 
"Was he on trial?" 
"No. I was in town, going through 


•the court house yard." 


"When you saw him did you know he 


was the man who was charged with 
Killing McVYuirter? 


"No." 
Witness denied that he had been paid 


monev by luiperatrice to testify at this 
trial or by any one else. 


The court aeked, "When you saw 


Heath in the court house yard did you 
know they were trying Heatb for mur- 
der?" 


"They were trying him at the time." 
Witness further testified that he 


thought maybe he was the man they 
were trying for the murder when he 
saw him with the officers. Ho never 
talked with Heath, and could not tell 
how ho was dressed on the evening 
prior to the murder. He had not 
talked with anyone before he testi- 
fied the next time. He had talked with 
Mr. Johnson, Mr. Walser and another 
lawyer, with Mr. Glover for .interpreter 
just before he testified. 


He stated that he was 40 years of age 


and had been in America about twelve 
years. He had run a grocery store 
about three years on Front street, and 
from 
that 
went 
into 
a 
peanut 


stand; and was now engaged as a vine- 
yard pruner and laborer. He could not 
speak English, however, lie had been 
at work on the Barton estate pruning 
the vineyard for two months. 


He 
was then 
i nterrogated as to 


whether lie had been Ulkcd to by 
Marion Childers, whom he referred to 
as "the Marion Cliil," and stated that 
Childera had come there, but tis Chil- 
dera was not a master of the Italian 
language nor he of English. he couldn't 
understand him and told him in his 
peculiar and almost untranslatable sort 
of Italian that if he did not go away lie 
would split a stick of wood over his 
head. He did not want him about the 
house; did not want him to insult. 


His former evidence was then read to 


him, but it was difficult to obtain much 
out of his answers. He went to thfi 
mountains during the last trial and 
Dominic Imperatrice came after him 
and brought him down to testify. He 
showed him a paper and brought him 
back in a buggy, but they did not talk 
about tho case'on the way. When he 
arrived here he went to Fftfi Mr. John- 
son and tue other attorneys, aud Mr. 
Glover acted as interpreter. 


He was asked if he could identify tho 


officers who were with Heath when he 
saw him go through the court yard, and 
he ciuld not. Deputy John F. Stevens 
was cal'ed on to stand up, but the wit- 
ness could not identify him as the one 
he saw. 


When he saw Heath on that Sunday 


afternoon 
witness 
was engaged in 


sprinkling the lawn and street for Mr. 
Burl, who is now dead. He was handl- 
ing the hose in the back yard when he 
saw Heath passing along on the opposite 
side of the street. Judge Shaw then 
asked, "What makes you remem!>er that 
it was Heath that you saw that day?" 


"Because I remember." 
"Did you pay particular attention to 


him?" 


"No sir." 
The witness was unable to tell which 


way Heath went after he reached the 
corner of M street or how he was 
dressed. He was walking at an ordinary 
gait; did not turn into the alley, nor 
did he notice him looking that way. 


William 0. Blasinpame, brother of 


Mra. McWhirter, testified that during 
the summer of 1892 he was in the moun- 
tains with McWhirter and family and 
that the deceased presented him with a 
38-caliber Smith A We.SRon revolver, 


i which waa at the time of the tragedy in 
hia trunk in Oakland, where he was at- 


tending school at the tim*- lie TV 
turned t«Eie«tooibMondjy«id it wu 
he who found the menth bullet under 
a striuuet in the chicken yard fence. 
The hoTea-ln the gunny bag were freeb. 
Ilia evidence corroborated that of Crit- 
teuden Thornton and other*, ou those 
point*. 


On crow-examination he located the 


balls fouad in the chicken yard fence 
between the building* bv M».Uud<) and 
others, lie remembered of Georue Mc- 
Whirter having a ride there, but did not 
remember of sho& being fired into this 
fence m killing chickens. His exami- 
nation devt-loped nothing ne»\ 


Mra. N. B. McWhirter was recalled 


and testified that alter her husband had 
returned with the tamales on Sunday 
evening and they were found to be unfit 
to eat, they weut into the kitchen 
and cellar and got some ice and butter 
and provided a lunch. The barley sacks 
were nailed on tin* chicken yard fence* 
to keep the chicks in. They had been, 
put on the previous spring, or the year 
before that. 


Her husband waa five feet,nine or ten 


inches high and wore narrow shoes— 
No. 7, D width. His arms were short. 


On cross-examination she stated that 


her husband had hia shoes on every 
time he went out into the yard thai 
night,

At the regular meeting of the Board1 


ef City Trustees last night the finance 
committee submitted the following re- 
port, which was adopted: 


OienUcmon.Gfthe Board oi Trustees, 


of the city of. Fresno :— 


The finance committee, to whom wa& 


referred the matter of ealariea to be paid 
the employee atthfc city, have had the 
same under tonaideration, together with 
the funds in. the treasury to meet cur- 
rent expenses. 


The committee1 find it absolutely nec- 


essary for the next four momtha to 
either reduce the iiurnher of employes, • 
or to reduce their pay and retain the 
present number. 


It would be possible to get along with 


four instead of eight police oilieere, and 
we could retiro one of the tire engines 
and the force in charge of it, and thus 
reduce expenses; but after due consid- 
eration the committee concludes that 
the police force DOW on duty are needed, 
that they are efficient olticeis, that all 
of them-have done and are now doing 
good service for the city, anil it would 
be bad policy now as the dry season is 
approaehinir, to in any way "impair the 
"llicienuy of the tiro department. 


The rmninitteeuru informed that the 


salaries of the oilicurs cannot be reduced 
during their term of oflico, so that re- 
ductions, if any, must lie mainly in 
these two departments. 


The committee therefore recommends 


the following rod notions in wages, to 
commence April 1st iind continue for 
April, May, June and .luly, to-wit: 


Street sujieriutendeut,, from $125 to 


$100; 
police oilicurs, from $75 to $50 


each; engineers of lire department, 
from $90 to $70 each ; drivers, from (65 
to $45 each; janitor and watchman, 
from (i>5 to (50; care of lire alarm, from 
$40 to $35; i-hief of lire department, 
from $50 to $25. 


The reductions recommended 
will 


save, to be used for street lights, street 
sprinkling and other necessary ex- 
I>enses, about $450 per uiouth, and your 
committee believes thai in this way the 
affairs of the city may he tided over, 
without serious Imrm, and without in- 
curring obligations which are prohibited1 
by our charter. 


The committee are reluctant in recom- 


mending these reductions, hut have con- 
cluded that under the pressure of the 
times it is Iwjtter to employ the larger 
numbers at a less salary than to leave 
several faithful employes without em- 
ployment at u time when opportunities 
to iind work at remunerative wages is so 
uncertain. 


The question of lighting the, city was 


discussed ut length without any definite 
action being taken. The members of 
the hoard were divided on the question. 
Some wanted a few of the lights in the 
most essential parts of the city contin- 
ued, while othera were opposed to light- 
ing the city by cutting down the em- 
ployes' salaries. 


It was evident, however, that if the 


amount saved by the cut was used alto- 
gether for lighting purposes the city 
would be unable to provide for street 
sprinkling during the summer months. 
A committee, consisting of Trustees 
Craycroft, 
Spinney, llerrington and 


Church, was appointed to ascertain the 
sentiment of the people in this matter 
and also-to confer with the Gas and 
Electric Light Company with regard to 
rates. This committee is to report at 
the nest regular meeting, which will be 
held on April 2d. In the meantime the 
lights will not burn. 


A petition was received from the resi- 


dents of West Park colony protesting 
against the offensive odor and the germ- 
ination of disease caused by the outfall 
sewer which discharges near their col- 
ony. 


The following applications for liquor 


licenses were received: 


Quong Chang, at 1448K Tulare street, 


and L. A. Seqneira, on the corner of F 
and Merced streets., A remonstrance 
was received from the property owners 
against the intention of grading H 
streets, from Sacramento street to the 
citv limits, and El Dorado street, from II 
to I. The remonstrance was granted on 
condition that the protestants pay the 
expense already incurred.

Tlie offense was alleged to 
have been committed.on November 25 
1S92.

Witness had in the 
meantime found out that Fauntz's at- 
torney bad not appealed the case. Whei 
lie met Hart tbe next time George in 
formed the lawyer of bis discovery ant 
:Ilart told him that he would pay the 
tourney soon, as lie had some' monej 
comiiig to him. Tut* money was never 
paid, however. 


.George's testimony was corroborated 


by that of bin cousin, the policeman ol 
this city. Arch MuDomild, the justice 
of the peace at Madera before whom the 
case of Ueorge vs. Fiiiiutawas tried, was 
alGo jju'-on the Bland for the people and 
stated that thu defendant in Una wise 
had not taken an appeal. 


The defendant, S. It. Hart, was the 


first witness for the defense, testifying 
in his own behalf. Ho stated that a 
few diiya before judgment was rendered 
in the case of George va. fount?., in 
which he was plaintiff's attorney, lie 
mot George in front of the old postoilice. 
He apkcd (iforge to lend bun $200, Jig 
be wanted to go to Sacra men to 4o make 
his tight for thu superior judgeship and 
needed some money to pay his expenses. 


George told Hart tbat he had no 


money, but if he could collect the sum 
due him from Faunlz he might have the 
use of it. Hart went to Madera on No- 
vember 2nth, judgment was given for 
Georpe against i'auntz on the fame day 
and Hart collected the $192. It was, of 
course, bis intention to pay it back. 


>Irs. Hart, wife of the defendant, tes- 


tified that the day before tier husband 
went ttf Madera, on November 24th, she 
heard the conversation between her hus- 
band and George, in which the former 
asked George torn loan. She substanti- 
ated her husband's statement in regard 
to George's saying Hart might use tbe 
money due him by Fauntz if Hart col- 
lected it. 


Thomas MeKinney testlGed tbat be 


also had heard the conversation between 
Hart and George, in which the latter 
gave Hart permission to use, the FauntK 
money. Aeked when this conversation 
took place, tbe witness said it was be- 
tween the 10th and 20th of November. 
Asked bow he managed to fix the time, 
MeKinney said he had taken a trip to 
the river about that time and that was 
how he remembered it. Finally the 
witness recollected that November 18th 
was tbo exact date on which he had 
pone to the river and that the conversa- 
tion between George and Hart must 
have taken place a day or two before. 
The important difference in the testi- 
mony of Mrs, Hart nnd MeKinney as to 
tbe time of this conversation no doubt 
influenced the jury considerably in its 
verdict. 


At the conclusion of the testimony, 


eloquent speeches were made on both 
sides and the case was given to the jury 
about 5.15 o'clock. It returned three 
hours later with a verdict of guilty. Tlie 
court fixed next Monday morning at 
9.30 o'clock as the time for passing sen- 
tence. The penalty for embezzlement is 
imprisonment fur not less than one year 
nor more than ten.

Sheriff Scott had charge of 
the disposition of the force, and after 
stationing men at intervals around the 
tlock bounded by G, Tulare, China- 
town alley and Mariposa street, to

A little excitement was caused bj*a 


TOmor that the cirl was hid somewhere 
in the block before mentioned, and 
searchinp parti js begau work there 
first. While the opinion was general 
that Sim Ting had been taken away 
Irom the city the same morning she 
was released from jail, the officers made 
none, the less vigorous and thorough a 
search on that account. Every nook 
snd cranny was inspected, and some of 
them were malodorous and dirty.

Sheriff Scott, 
who is built more like a Hercules than 
an Apollo, tried in vain to crawl through 
a hole in the roof of a building snd got 
ttnck. 


Several younjj men had their zeal con- 


tiderably dampened by i-uddenly burst- 
mg into a room where lay the corpse of a 
Chinaman. He had died suddenly the 
evening before of heart disease. The

seemed- to bother the Chinese lottery 
men and gamblers much more than oth- 
ere. They had men stationed on the 
roof to watch and give signals. In spite 
of this precaution several came very 
near being caught, and in one instance 
the keeper of the lottery den was sur- 
prised and just had time to throw the 
rickets into the tire. Several opium

projects slightly from the main building. 
This ingenious and graceful device is a 
triumph of architecture in that sense in 
which it is said to be the essence of art 
to conceal the art. 


The gallery itself ishighly ornamented 
j the original design. Its"beauties can- 
not be shown in a small cut, but it will 
suffice to sa? the same degree of orna- 
mentation obtains in the oval false win- 
dows around the steel tank forming the 
second story of the tower, in the princi- 
pal window on the first story, the 
j mailer windows and the porch at the 
entrance.

He said this because he 
had been told by credible persons that 
Lane had said before he went on that 
jury that the prosecution could not pile 
up enough evidence in sis months to 
make him believe that McWhirLer did 
not commit suicide. 


Witness had made an affidavit on the 


motion for a change of venue that he had 
no prejudice and no interest beyond the 
performance of his official duty.

THE HEATH CASE UMBRELLA. 


A Claimant Puts in An Appearance 


Yesterday. 


On Wednesday morning in the trial 


in the Heath case an umbrella, with the 
letter "H" scratched on the metal plate 
on the end of the handle, was produced 
in court and identified as one left at the 
Fresno house by Heath about a month 
before the homicide. 


This appeared yesterday morning in 


THE ReruBLicAX's report of the pro- 
ceedings at the trial and consequently 
reached overy one in the city. Before 
noon K. G. Myers of this city put in an 
appearance and stated that he believed 
the umbrella was his, and asked to see 
it for identification. 


He gave substantially the following 


history of the umbrella. A friend of his 
named llearn had used tbe umbrella, 
and had cut the letter "H" on the plate 
on the end of the handle. While an- 
other friend, Frank R. Crocker, had 
placed his initials on the plate on the 
side of the handle. 
Mr. Myers had 


stopped at tbe Fresno house at a date in 
the summer of 1892, earlier than that 
fixed by the witnesses and had occupied 
room No. 7. When he went away he 
forgot the, umbrella and left it in the 
room. He described the place where it 
was left, which conforms to the evidence 
in the, case. 


After having described the umbrella 


E 


articularly in the presence of witnesses 
c wns shown the umbrella and identi- 


fied it positively. Mr. Myers is a young 
married man, well known in this city, 
and is in the employ of the Standard Oil 
Campany. 


The discovery of this evidence, while 


quite inturestinn, can have no bearing 
on the trial of the Heath case, for the 
reason tha-. after the evidence of identi- 
fication had been produced the prosecu- 
tion offered the umbrella in evidence 
Judge Shaw sustained the objection am 
ruled it out ns immaterial.

Another raid was made hull evening 


in Chinatown by Constables Shaw and 
Mtitheson, their deputies, several poMce- 
men and one or tws sherifi'B deputies. 
The place raided was the gambling den 
on which the otticPra made a descent 
Boine weeks ago. At that time the guard 
detected the officers approaching and 
gave the alarm. Tlie door was immed- 
iately closed and by the time the of liters 
managed to effect an entrance with au 
a.\o the gamblers had fled and taken 
their layouts with them. 


The ollirerfl went to Chinatown about 


7 o'clock last evening. 
There were 


about ten of them. They proceeded to 
the gambling den, which is in the alley 
between O and F streets, three doors 
from Tulare. Several of them procured 
a ladder and scaled an adjoining house ; 
from the roof of this house they stepped 
to tho roof oi the "ambling den and ef- 
fected an 'entrance through the scuttle. 


In the meantime ihe other party of 


otlicers went to the 'front door. They 
were heard and tins gamblera attempted 
to escape by the rear door. There they 
were met by the other oflicers with 
drawn pistols and commanded to go 
back. The front door was then opened 
and the otlicers who had been on guard 
there were let in. 


Several of the Chinese attempted to 


resist, but were speedily brought into 
subjection. Thirty-two Chinamen, most 
of whom 'had been playing fan tan, were- 
taken prisoners. Tlie layouts were also- 
captured, there being buttons, brass 
cups, tables and about ?!20 in money. 
The raid caused much excitement ami 
when the oQicers marched their prison- 
ers into the street there were about 500 
jabbering and gesticulating Chinamen 
waiting there. 


To prevent any hostile demonstra- 


tion, the oflicers drew their revolvers 
and, siii'ronmiing the prisoners, marched 
them up Tulare street to the jail 
The 


queues of the prisoners were tied to a 
rope, and they made no attempt to es- 
cape. Each one was charged with play- 
ing fan tan. The den is said to belong 
to the Tong Duck Co., and the well- 
known Ah Jack is said to be the man- 
ager.

THE WAGES OF SIN. 


The Triumphs of Vice Are Brief and 


the End Worse Than Death.

The wrong moral is often drawn from 


an object lesson because the incident is 
only a single, act in the drama. This is 
especially true of the social evil, which 
has a seamy fide that the public seldom 
catches more than a passing glimpse of. 
The gilt and glitter of vice are what we 
mostly see paraded on the streets— the 
squalor and degredation slink away into 
dark holes and corners. 


A few days ago three richly attired 


women entered a San Francisco street 
car. They were in the prime of youth- 
ful 
•womanhood ; were radiant 
with 


health and beauty. They wereresplend 
ent with jewels and costly raiment. Ex- 
cept for a certain loudness of manner 
and ostentation of style in dress, they 
would have passed for dames of wealth 
and fashion. Their gay plumage nnd 
radiant beauty contrasted unpleasantly 
with the looks of three poorly dressed, 
rather plain featured women, evidently 
the. wives of workingmen, who flat oppo- 
site. In the contrast was the subtle 
suggestion that the brothel recruits its 
ranks from among Eve's fairest daugh- 
ters. The three latter women did not 
look gay, and their faces showed lines 
of care; their hands were evidently fa- 
miliar with housework and their ap- 
parel showed acquaintance with poverty, 
if not privation. 


"They toil not, neither do they spin, 


yet verily T say unto you that Solomon 
in all his glory was not clad like one of 
these," softly quoted a young man, nod- 
ding toward the three bold beauties who 
rnme in with such ft rustle and a display 
01 silks and laces. "In spite of what 
moralists eay, vice seems to get the ease, 
luxury and purple and fine linen, while 
virtue gets the toil, care and privation." 


Almost whiie he spoke the car stopped 


in order to let the morgue wagon cross 
the street". In that wagon was the body 
of a wretched suiciiie, a faded, dissi- 
pated creature, old before her time, who 
had sought refuge in death from the 
rags and poverty of utter despair. Not 
so many years ago she was a brilliant 
Iwauty of the half world ; on the public 
promenades she appeared like a bird of 
paradise. Gold was showered at her 
•feet, and her lifescemed made up largely 
of rich attire and the homage of young 
men. Amid the glitter of diamonds, 
tbe sheen of silks, the sparkle of cham- 
pasne and all the appointments of lux- 
urious ease, she seemed fur removed 
from eorrow or poverty. Yet disease, 
dissipation and spendthrift habits did 
their deadly work. In a few short 
years she had sunk in the lowest 
dregs; her beauty, jewels, fine clothes 
and admirers all gone, ehe wandered tlie 
streets a miserable outcast, the recipient 
of kicks and curses from the debased 
class among whom she was compelled to 
ply her horrible trade. Hunger, the 
prison, the hospital, drunkenness and 
despair, and finally a friendless death 
in a forlorn garret. That was the end. 


"The mills of the gods grind exceed- 


ingly slow, but they grind exceedingly 
fine," said an old man to the younger, 
who had first spoken. "I knew the 
woman in that wagon when she was the 
counterpart of those yonder. I tell 
you," pointing impressively, "that the 
wages of sin is death." 


Somehow as he spoke the three gay 


wantons seemed to grow tawdry and re- 
pulsive, while the three tired work- 
women opposite assumed a new dignity 
and the lines in their faces softened into 
a placid loveliness that brought up 
visions of romping children and a cheer- 
ful fireside with a cradle by it, of a 
neatly set table and a tea kettle merrily 
singing on the stove. 


If vice laughestloudept at a feast some- 


times, virtue laughs last and beflt, lives 
longest and passes away in the arms of 
weeping kindred.
